Statewide ban issued 
on outdoor burning 
as drought persists 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - Governor Ernie 
Fletcher has signed an executive order 
banning all outdoor burning across the 
Commonwealth as the extreme drought 
situation has created extraordinarily haz- 
ardous wildfire conditions in Kentucky. 

Kentucky’s fall forest fire hazard 
season opened officially on Oct. 1 with 
extreme drought conditions already un- 
derway, prompting Governor Fletcher’s 
action. 

“These conditions place our citizens 
and the firefighters battling these blazes 
in great danger,” said Governor Fletcher. 
“This order is one step that can prevent 
some of the accidental wildfires and 
place law enforcement agencies on alert 
for deliberately set fires.” 

The order requests local govern- 
ments to direct their law enforcement 
personnel to aid state agencies in the 
execution of the burning ban. The order 
authorizes the state Division of Forestry 
(DOF) to request federal assistance to 
minimize human suffering, restore pub- 
lic service and alleviate unanticipated fi- 
nancial obligations resulting from this 
emergency. 

Any exceptions to the burn ban must 
be approved in advance by the Environ- 
mental and Public Protection Cabinet. 

The short-term forecast for rainfall is 
dismal. Scattered showers only provide 



a temporary relief when substantial rain- 
fall is needed to impact drought condi- 
tions. 

Firefighters continue to battle fires 
occurring throughout the state, prima- 
rily in eastern and southeastern Ken- 
tucky. The division has moved some 
personnel and equipment from district 
offices having little fire activity to the 
three district offices in the eastern and 
southeastern regions of the state. 

DOF has also activated the South- 
eastern Interstate Forest Fire Compact 
and South Central Interstate Forest fire 
Protection Compact, which provides 
firefighting assistance to member states 
in times of need. The compact estab- 
lishes a legal means for states to share 
skilled wildland firefighters and equip- 
ment. Member states agree to help each 
other to the extent possible, to maintain 
a dialogue about wildfire threats and to 
make plans for equipment and person- 
nel to be available on short notice. 

Anyone caught violating this order 
shall be subject to fines and/or impris- 
onment as provided in KRS 39A.990 
and other fines, penalties, or imprison- 
ment provided by other state laws. To 
report violations of this order, contact 
your Kentucky Division of Forestry 
county forest ranger, Steve Finch, 743- 
7612. or your local law enforcement.

Clemens, Bath County run away from 

Cougars, 62-8 

Wildcat star scores 5 first half TD’s; Morgan 
Drops to 1-5 on season

Brandon Clemens rushed for 
165 yards and accounted for five 
touchdowns as Bath County beat 
the Cougars at Herdman Field, 
62-8. 

The Wildcat senior had his 
way with Morgan County, scor- 
ing - and doing so untouched - 
on each of his four carries from 
scrimmage. Clemens opened his 
personal scoring spree on his 
team’s first offensive possession, 
breaking a 36-yard run to give 
Bath County the early 14-0 lead. 
The Wildcats’ first points came 
on a fumble recovery and return 
for a touchdown by linebacker 
Ethan Fryman. 

Clemens scored again on the 
Cats’ next possession, taking it in 
from 59 yards out to make it 21- 
0. After Morgan County went 
three and out for the second 



straight time, Clemens added his 
third touchdown on a nine-yard 
carry for a 28-0 Wildcat lead af- 
ter one quarter. 

But the Bath County star still 
had plenty left in the tank. Early 
in the second quarter, Clemens 
intercepted Kyle Havens and 
took it 37 yards the other way for 
his fourth touchdown to give the 
Cats a 35-0 lead. Clemens then 
scored again on the offensive side 
with a 61 -yard touchdown run. 
The Wildcats tacked on yet an- 
other score when Josh Terry 
found Zak Metz on a seven-yard 
touchdown pass to take a com- 
manding 47-0 lead at the half. 

With the game well in hand, 
Wildcat coach Reed Fields opted 
to rest Clemens in the second 
half. Sophomore Aaron Ashby- 
Boyd was inserted at running 
back and he made the most of 



his opportunity with a 28-yard 
scoring run on Bath’s opening 
drive of the third quarter. Ashby- 
Boyd followed that up with a 10- 
yard run to make it a 62-point 
Bath County lead. 

Morgan’s only score of the 
night came late in the fourth quar- 
ter on a 20-yard touchdown run 
by Mitchell Harvey. Havens 
added the two-point conversion. 

Ashby-Boyd finished with 48 
yards rushing and a pair of scores 
for Bath County. Through the air, 
Terry completed all four of his 
passes for 71 yards. 

The Cougars were paced by a 
team-high 38 rushing yards from 
Ward, while Harvey added 32. 
Clay Adkins had eight carries for 
24 yards. Darren Keeton ac- 
counted for 22 yards on three 
carries. 
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Biggest Test 
Of The Year 

Kentucky’s victory over Lou- 
isville was one for the ages — a 
true masterpiece in Wildcat foot- 
ball history. UK’s road win at 
Arkansas was huge and firmly 
entrenched the Cats in the na- 
tional rankings. However, nei- 
ther victory will hold a candle to 
what could happen should the 
Cats upset top-ranked LSU. 

Rich Brooks and company tee 
it up against the Bayou Bengals 
on Saturday in hopes of scoring 
a victory that would turn the col- 
lege football world upside down. 
It marks the first time in 10 years 
that Kentucky will host the 
country’s number one ranked 
team (the last being Florida in 
1997) at Commonwealth Sta-

This Year’s Festival One Of

The eyes of the nation are on 
Kentucky as the gubernatorial 
election looms ahead in only 
about four weeks. 

Just last week, the website for 
CBS News featured a story head- 
lined “Kentucky governor on 
verge of defeat.” It quoted a po- 
litical scientist at Northern Ken- 
tucky University that incumbent 
Gov. Ernie Fletcher “is toast.” It 
cited the most recent polls that 
show Democratic candidate 
Steve Beshear between 17 and 20 
points ahead of Fletcher. 

Of course, the photo of 
Fletcher that accompanied the 
story of his political demise iden- 
tified him as Steve Beshear. 

So even the once-vaunted 
CBS news can slip up now and 
then a la the litigious Dan Rather. 

The reason Kentucky’s elec- 
tion is achieving national atten- 
tion is that is only one of three 
gubernatorial races this year. The 
others are in Mississippi and 
Louisiana. Republicans are ex- 
pecting easy wins in both. Demo- 
crats are hoping a Beshear win 
in Kentucky will point toward the 
party’s resurgence in next year’s 
presidential and congressional 
races. 

In their most recent appear- 
ances and television debates, 
Fletcher and Beshear have flailed 
away at one another with an in- 
creased vigor reflecting the dwin- 
dling time before the voters de- 
cide their fates on Nov. 6. 

That is to be expected. This is 
Beshear ’s last chance to be gov- 
ernor, an ambition he has had for 
30 years or more. It is Fletcher’s 
only chance at a second term in 
office and to vindicate himself 
that the hiring scandal that 
crippled his first term is the “po- 
litical witch hunt” he claims it to 
be. 

The hiring scandal, indict- 
ments and pardons are the cen- 
tral theme in Beshear ’s campaign 
and now in his media advertis- 
ing. It reminds voters that 
Fletcher himself was elected gov- 
ernor in 2003 by promising “to 
clean up the mess in Frankfort” 
after three decades on Demo- 
cratic control. 

Last week Fletcher was say- 
ing that same entrenched Demo- 
cratic establishment “fought me 
tooth and nail along the way be- 
cause we began to unravel the 
tentacles of a system that had 
been there for years.” 

With his own party firmly in 



Albany, Ga., which marched in 
the parade and performed for a 
large crowd at Old Mill Park later 
that afternoon. Morgan County 
was fortunate to host these tal- 
ented musicians during the festi- 
val weekend. 

Other bands included the 
Morgan County and Wolfe 
County high school marching 
bands, and the General Michael 
Collins Memorial Bagpipe Band, 
of Lexington, all of which gave 
exceptional performances along 
the parade route. 

All Sorghum Festival Com- 
mittee members who tirelessly 
planned event activities - as well 
as all city police, street and fire 
department members who 
worked throughout the weekend 
to provide a safe environment for 
festival goers - should be com- 
mended for their efforts. Their 
contributions gave Morgan 
Countians a gratifying festival 
they and many others can be 
proud of. 



control of the state Senate, and 
at best, a lackluster Democratic 
leadership in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, as well as the state 
Democratic party, you would 
think Fletcher would have had 
better success in unraveling those 
tentacles without getting two 
dozen of his top officials indicted 
along with himself. 

One of the most difficult 
things for voters in an election 
like this is separating fact from 
fiction, exaggeration from what 
the bloggers call outright lies. 

Both Beshear and Fletcher are 
guilty. It must be something in 
the genetic makeup of politicians 
that they cannot simply paint a 
true and faithful picture of real- 
ity without whomping it all pro- 
portion. 

Beshear says legalized casino 
gambling in Kentucky will gen- 
erate $500 million a year for edu- 
cation, health care, you name it. 
If just the Kentuckians who cross 
the river in Indiana to gamble 
stay home and lose their money, 
the take would be substantial. 

But it will be at least Novem- 
ber 2008 before the issue is on 
the ballot. If it passes, months 
will be required to set up the 
regulatory apparatus to decide 
where casinos will be, who can 
operate them and how they will 
be taxed. It could be another year 
for casinos to be open and gen- 
erating cash. A Beshear admin- 
istration might not see a dime of 
the gambling money until 2010, 
and that is optimistic. 

As for Fletcher, he just can- 
not take credit for overcoming a 
budget deficit he inherited of 
about $300 million. He claims it 
was a $1 billion deficit. He can- 
not crow about 60,000 new jobs 
during his time in office. It is 
100,000 new jobs. And that $440 
million he toured the state seek- 
ing ways to spend turned out to 
be about half that amount. 

I do not think Fletcher is toast 
just yet, but he desperately needs 
an issue to rally the cause. Anti- 
casino gambling did not work. 
He already has the social and re- 
ligious conservatives, so running 
on anti-abortion and creationism 
issues is not going to narrow the 
gap much. And Beshear ’s legal 
involvement in a decade-old in- 
surance company bankruptcy 
court case is hardly going to set 
the voter’s minds aflame with 
indignation. 

With four weeks to go, how- 
ever, anything is possible in Ken- 
tucky politics. And the nation 
watches. 



Carroll files bill 
to stop school 
school bullying 

FRANKFORT - Sen. Julian 
Carroll (D-Frankfort) recently 
renewed his fight against bully- 
ing, by pre-filing legislation to 
stop bullying in Kentucky 
schools in order to stop the po- 
tential of violence. 

“It is a shame for students in 
Kentucky to have a fear of going 
to school each day,” said Carroll, 
who filed similar legislation dur- 
ing the 2007 legislative session. 
“Every student in the state should 
have access to a safe, secure and 
orderly school environment that 
is conducive to learning.” 

The “anti-bullying” legisla- 
tion will require that each local 
school board formulate and adopt 
a code of student behavior and 
discipline. The code would pro- 
hibit harassment, intimidation or 
bullying, and include procedures 
for reporting and investigating in- 
cidents and require the code to be 
prominently displayed in each 
school. 

“Bullying is a terrifying expe- 
rience that many Kentucky stu- 
dents face everyday,” Carroll 
said. “These behaviors some- 
times consist of teasing, hitting 
or threatening, or other behaviors 
that cause a student to lose self- 
esteem.” 

Nationwide, more and more 
school districts are prohibiting 
bullying. 

Under the bill school districts 
are required to provide training 
to school employees concerning 
identifying, responding to and 
reporting bullying. 

“Some people tend to think 
that enduring the behavior of a 
bully is just part of growing up, 
and often that’s the way it was 
years ago,” Carroll said. “But 
school violence has become part 
of our daily headlines and bully- 
ing can no longer be a behavior 
we can tolerate. We must take it 
seriously.” 

The General Assembly will 
take up the bill when legislators 
return to Frankfort in January for 
the 2008 legislative session. 

Conservation dist. 
announces cost 
share program 

The Morgan County Conser- 
vation District will be accepting 
requests for cost share funding 
under the Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program beginning Oct. 1, 2007, 
and extending through Oct. 31, 

2007. 

The Kentucky Soil Erosion 
and Water Quality Cost Share 
Program was created to help ag- 
ricultural operations protect the 
soil and water resources of Ken- 
tucky. This program is a result of 
House Bill 377 that was passed 
in the 1994 General Assembly. 
This bill established annual cost 
share funds to be administered by 
conservation districts with prior- 
ity given to animal waste related 
problems and agricultural district 
participants where pollution 
problems have been identified. 
Initial funding for the program 
will be provided by the Kentucky 
Department of Agriculture. 

Funding for practices will be 
approved by the Soil and Water 
Conservation Commission at the 
Kentucky Division of Conserva- 
tion, located in Frankfort, as 
funds are available.

All 120 counties 
eligible for FSA 
emergency loans 

LEXINGTON, Oct. 3 — 
Farmers in all 120 Kentucky 
Counties are eligible for Federal 
disaster assistance, including low 
interest emergency (EM) loans 
from USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) provided eligibil- 
ity requirements are met. 

On October 1, 2007, Acting 
Secretary Chuck Conner de- 
clared the entire state of Ken- 
tucky a disaster area due to 
drought conditions and higher 
than normal temperatures that 
occurred on February 1, 2007, 
and continuing. 

All 120 Kentucky Counties 
were named as primary counties 
where eligible family farmers 
may qualify for FSA EM loan as- 
sistance pursuant to Section 
321(a) of the Consolidated Farm 
and Rural Development Act. 

EM loan applications for 
physical and production losses 
will be received through June 2, 

2008, and applications pending 
on that date may be processed 
and completed. 

Farmers interested in apply- 
ing for assistance should contact 
their local FSA county office.

Letters of requests have been sent 
to Frankfort and if past perfor- 
mances indicate the future, Gov. 
Fletcher and the legislative body 
will again sell bonds for water 
projects. In the past three years 
they have sold bonds and Mor- 
gan County has received good 
state-funded water projects.

A Morgan County native was 
honored last month with a U.S. 
Department of the Interior Exem- 
plary Act Award for his role in 
the rescue of two visitors to the 
Great Smoky Mountains Na- 
tional Park. 

Chris Bradley, an engineering 
equipment operator with the 
park’s Facility Management Di- 
vision, was operating a snow 
plow on a park road during a win- 
ter storm in February 2006, when 
he witnessed an accident in 
which the vehicle slid off the 
snow- covered road in landed 
upright in frigid 5 -foot-deep wa- 
ter. 

Park Superintendent Dale 
Ditsmanson said, “Without any 
hesitation or concern for his own 
well-being, Chris quickly went to 
the aid of two individuals, and for 
his act of bravery, we are recog- 
nizing Chris with the 
Department’s high honor.” 

A light mix of snow and sleet 
was falling that afternoon as 
Norm and Connie Harrell of 
Knoxville were traveling Fittle 
River Road. The road was cov- 
ered with about an inch of snow, 
and their vehicle hit a patch of 
ice, skidding out of control. Af- 
ter striking a steep embankment, 
the vehicle careened across the 
road and rolled over the rocky 
vertical embankment into the 
swift-moving river. 

Bradley used his radio to re- 
lay information to the park’s dis- 
patch center, then left his main- 
tenance vehicle and found a path 
down the embankment to the 
river to assist the victims. Upon 
reaching the Harrells, he found 
they had gotten out of the vehicle 
and were standing in water about 
12 feet from shore.

He 
is the son of Danny and Linda 
Holbrook Bradley of Mize and a 
grandson of the late Dennie and 
Kathleen Holbrook and the late 
Luther and Susan Bradley. He

From that rugged begin- 
ning she taught many more 
schools— about 15 in all— among 
them were places (some of which 
are now dissolved) like Zag, 
Hickory Grove, Ditney Ridge, 
Mussell Shoals, Paragon, Fannin, 
Murphy Fork, Wrigley, Crockett 
and Wolfe County High. 

She worked her way through 
Morehead University, earning her 
college degree, and later on, her 
Masters and did further graduate 
work at UK. She was a certified 
Guidance Counselor in Lexing- 
ton, Taylor County, and Caverna, 
Ohio and was invited by Dr. 
Doran to return to Morehead to 
teach English. She also taught at 
Campbellsville University. She 
became a member of the Delta 
Kappa Gamma, honorary society 
for teachers. 

A mentor to many hundreds of 
students, she opened closed 
doors, and helped them find a 
higher road for their lives. For 
example, she once discovered a 
gifted, underprivileged student 
and helped him to obtain a full 
scholarship to Centre College. 
His roommate, now a Lex. Sur- 
geon, said he was forever grate- 
ful because it changed his life. 

Her most memorable years 
were spent teaching English and 
French at Morgan County High. 
During those years, her routine 
was to arise at 5 a.m., grade En- 
glish papers, then proceed to cook 
a full country breakfast complete 
with homemade biscuits, ham 
and eggs. She also maintained a 
home for her family, including 
her “Mama” and kept an open- 
door to all her large extended 
family. Even though very sup- 
portive of her husband, Earl, 
whom was often transferred in his 
career with the Army Corp. Of 
Engineers, she continued her 
teaching wherever they moved. 
Her roots stayed in Morgan 
County and West Liberty felt like 
her home. 

In retirement she was still a 
farmer at heart and always tried 
to have a large garden (to the dis- 
may of her grandson) planting 
corn in her backyard in Lexing- 
ton.

Sept. 28 - Natural Resource 
Conservation Service is discour- 
aging fall tilling operations. 
NRCS State Conservationist 
Mike Hubbs says, “No-till will 
decrease fuel usage in a time of 
higher prices and save energy by 
leaving residue on ground and 
enhance the soil quality charac- 
teristics built-up over the last 
year. No-till means fewer trips 
across the field, less wear and tear 
on equipment, better erosion con- 
trol, improved soil quality, wild- 
life habitat establishment, and 
water quality enhancements, just 
to name a few.” 

Whether landowners planted 
corn, beans, tobacco or wheat, 
leaving crop residue and/or sow- 
ing a cover crop on the soil sur- 
face over the winter is a valuable 
contribution to the quality of the 
soil and the erosion protection 
available on the farm. Landown- 
ers committed to a no-till opera- 
tion, a reduced tillage operation, 
or any conservation tillage sys- 
tem, will save money and enjoy 
a variety of other environmental 
benefits.

MOREHEAD, Ky. — East met 
West when a group of Morehead 
State University students accom- 
panied two faculty members to 
China to teach oral English. 

Dr. Robert Frank, associate 
professor of speech, and Dr. April 
Miller, assistant dean of the Col- 
lege of Education, led the students 
in their trip to the Guangxi Prov- 
ince in southern China. Their 
month-long trip included teaching 
English and participating in a cul- 
tural exchange program with the 
Chinese people.

Qinzhou Univer- 
sity is located in Qinzhou, a har- 
bor city of 3.5 million people. 

“For many of these people, it 
was the first time they’d con- 
versed with a native English 
speaker,” he said.

Kentucky Chautauqua presents 
Simon Kenton, Frontiersman 



One of Kentucky’s greatest 
frontiersmen will step out of 
Daniel Boone’s shadow and live 
again when Kentucky 
Chautauqua presents Mel Hankla 
in a compelling living history por- 
trayal of Simon Kenton (1755- 
1836). 

Simon Kenton, thinking he 
had killed another boy in a fight 
over a girl, fled west from Vir- 
ginia at the age of 16. He was 
wrong— he had only knocked his 
rival unconscious— but the inci- 
dent launched him on a life of 
high adventure. By the time he 
was 20, Kenton had fetched up on 
the Kentucky shore of the Ohio 
River in what is now Mason 
County. From there he proceeded 
to carve out a remarkable career 
as an explorer and frontiersman. 
A compatriot of Daniel Boone and 
George Rogers Clark, Kenton was 
a legendary Indian fighter and 
became Kentucky’s self-ap- 
pointed welcomer-in-chief. From 
his post in Mason County, he per- 
sonally greeted many of the early 
arrivals in what was then the far 
west. 

Kenton married twice and had 
ten children. He became a 
wealthy man, but lost his land. 
Unable to read or write, he spent 
his final years in poverty in Ohio. 

Simon Kenton is portrayed by 
Mel Hankla, who has been active 
in the “living history” of the fron- 
tier era since the early 1980s. 
Hankla is a flintlock gunsmith and 
makes several traditional long 
rifles every year. A lifelong resi- 
dent of Jamestown, Kentucky, he 
holds a master’s degree from

More emphasis on 
rural development 
sought in Farm Bill 

WASHINGTON — The Ru- 
ral Policy Research Institute con- 
tinues to argue for a stronger ru- 
ral-development title in the Farm 
Bill, saying the latest numbers 
from the Department of Agricul- 
ture show that such investment 
effectively improves economies 
of rural areas. 

RUPRI’s report highlights the 
USDA’s Business and Industry 
Guaranteed Loan Program, and it 
says that every dollar invested in 
the program brought a return of 
$28 for rural economies. In 2005, 
the program, which cost $304 
million, “leveraged over $6 bil- 
lion in guaranteed loans, which 
contributed over $8.5 billion an- 
nually to the GDP of rural econo- 



mies, and created nearly 98,000 
full-time equivalent jobs,” ac- 
cording to the RUPRI report. 

The essence of RUPRI’s argu- 
ment is that commodity payments 
cannot impact rural economies 
the way investment in develop- 
ment can. The state of overall ru- 
ral economies are important, as 
most farming households’ income 
comes from off-farm sources. 
When the Senate Agriculture 
Committee tackles the Farm Bill 
in two weeks, this argument could 
play a role in debate over the level 
of funding for development.

Dry fall brings increased 
deer hazard on roadways 



FRANKFORT, Ky. Motor- 
ists on Kentucky roadways face 
special hazards from October 
through December as mating sea- 
son brings a dramatic increase in 
the movement of deer through- 
out the state. Lack of rainfall is 
adding to the danger this year as 
deer are forced to seek new 
sources of water. These two fac- 
tors are increasing the potential 
for car-deer collisions say Ken- 
tucky State Police officials and 
they’re advising motorists to take 
extra precautions during this time 
period. 

“Last year there were 2,928 
deer-related collisions on 
Kentucky’s public roads resulting 
in one fatality and 180 people 
injured,” says Kentucky State 
Police Commissioner Jack 
Adams. “Almost 50 percent of 



those collisions occurred during 
the October through December 
period. As of Aug. 3 1 , there have 
been 1,370 deer strikes on the 
state’s public roads in 2007 re- 
sulting in one fatality and 66 
people injured.” 

“I urge all motorists to be ex- 
tremely alert for this hazard on 
rural roads as well as in subur- 
ban neighborhoods,” he adds. 
“People tend to underestimate the 
severity of collisions with deer. 
The amount of damage even a 
small deer can do to a moving 
vehicle is shocking. If the vehicle 
is a motorcycle, the odds are even 
higher that both the operator and 
deer will be seriously injured or 
killed.” 

The Kentucky State Police 
suggests that motorists follow 
these defensive driving tips to

•Be extra cautious in the early 
morning and evening hours. Deer 
are most active during these low- 
light periods when humans see 
worst and reaction time is slow. 

•If you see one deer, look for 
more. They often travel in herds. 

•Drive at a moderate speed, 
especially on roads bordering 
woodlands, parklands, golf 
courses and streams. However, 
remember that many deer crashes 
occur on busy highways near cit- 
ies. 

•Use high beam headlights if 
there is no oncoming traffic. High 
beams will reflect in the eyes of 
deer on or near the roadway, pro- 
viding increased driver reaction 
time.

Obviously, the Tigers aren’t 
facing a pushover. Despite the 
disappointing 38-23 loss to South 
Carolina last Thursday, the Cats

First frost will end state’s 
epizooic hemorrhagic 
disease outbreak in deer 

Kentucky’s first frost in the 
coming weeks should put an end 
to the state- wide outbreak of Epi- 
zootic Hemorrhagic Disease 
(EHD) in deer. Biting midges or 
gnats, which transmit the virus 
that causes the disease, die off 
with the first hard freeze. 
Kentucky’s first frost of the sea- 
son typically occurs from late 
September to mid-October. 

Biologists with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources report this year’s out- 
break of hemorrhagic disease is 
the worst in at least 30 years. 
Similar outbreaks have been re- 
ported this year in Tennessee, In- 
diana, West Virginia, Virginia and 
southwest Pennsylvania. 

Hemorrhagic disease is caused 
by a virus and Kentucky experi- 
ences outbreaks about every five 
to seven years, according to 
Danny Watson, wildlife biologist 
with the Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 

A Fish and Wildlife Depart- 
ment map of locales where the 
outbreak has been reported shows 
that as of Monday, it has spread

to deer in 117 of the state’s 120 
counties. 

Morgan County Conservation 
Officer Dean Kennard said Mon- 
day that a relatively small num- 
ber of dead deer have been re- 
ported found in this county. He 
said two dead deer that he exam- 
ined, one on War Creek and one 
on Ky. 172, appeared to have died 
of the disease. Dead deer finds 
also have been reported in the 
Greear, Malone, Straight Creek, 
and Lacy Creek areas, all exhib- 
iting characteristics of EHD. 

No changes are anticipated in 
the state’s deer seasons or zones 
due to the EHD outbreak. 
Kennard said the deer he has seen 
in the field all appear to be 
healthy. There are a lot of healthy 
deer in the county he said. 

Karen Alexy, wildlife division 
director for Fish and Wildlife 
Department, said this year’s 
drought is believed to be a factor 
in the outbreak. “Dry conditions 
are concentrating deer near wa- 
ter sources, increasing the 
changes of midges biting infected 
animals then transmitting the dis- 
ease to healthy deer,” she said. 
The virus cannot be spread from 
a deer carcass. 

Hemorrhagic disease is not in- 
fectious to humans. Eating the 
meat of deer that appear to be 
healthy poses no risk to humans 
even if the deer is infected with 
EHD. 

However, hunters should not 
consume animals that appear 
emaciated or weak prior to har- 
vest due to the risk of secondary 
infections. EHD can cause large 
abscesses to form in the body cav- 
ity, muscle tissue or under the 
skin. These abscesses render the 
meat inedible. 

Although deer affected with 
the acute form of hemorrhagic 
disease are most often seen in in 
late summer, deer with chronic 
cases can be found in winter. 
Hunters should be aware that they 
may see weak or emaciated deer 
during the hunting season after 
the widespread outbreaks and 
should not harvest deer that do 
not appear healthy.

Kentucky’s fall forest fire haz- 
ard season officially began Oct. 
1 but the extreme drought and 
high temperatures over the past 
few weeks have already had 
firefighters throughout the state 
battling many wildfires. 

In response to the extremely 
ddry conditions, Governor 
Ernie Fletcher has signed an 
executive order banning all 
outdoor burning across the 
Commonwealth. Anyone 
caught violating this order 
shall be subject to fines and/or 
imprisonment as provided in 
KRS 39A.990 and other fines, 
penalties, or imprisonment 
provided by other state 
laws. To report violations of 
this order, contact your Ken- 
tucky Division the state police 
or your local law enforcement 
officials. 

If drought conditions continue 
through this fall, the beautiful fall 
colors that we are accustomed to 
at this time of year may be a bit 
different. Our forests may be 
black instead of red, yellow, or- 
ange and brown. 

There already have been more 
than 325 wildfires in the summer. 
Normally, the state only experi- 
ences a handful of fires during 
the summer months. Nearly 
9,000 acres have been scorched 
so far this summer and there is 
no significant rainfall in sight. 

Drought conditions create ex- 
treme fire behavior that makes it 
much more difficult for 
firefighters to control the fires. 
Fires occurring in drought- 
stricken areas start much more 
readily, burn hotter and move

Create a safety zone of 30 to 
100 foot around your home by 
blowing or raking leaves away 
from the house and by keeping 
the area mowed. 

Have a garden hose that is 
long enough to reach any area of 
the home and other structures of 
the property. 

Gutters and chimneys should 
be cleaned of leaves, limbs and 
debris. 

Remove dead branches that 
extend over the roof of your 
home and prune away tree 
branches and shrubs within 15 
feet of a stovepipe or chimney 
outlet 

Stack firewood at lease 100 
feet away from your home 

Remove all flammable mate- 
rials from within 15 feet of LPG 
tanks. 

Keep handy household items 
that can be used as fire tools; 
rake, axe, handsaw or chainsaw, 
bucket and shovel 

During the fall forest fire haz- 
ard season, which runs through 
Dec. 15, burning within 150 feet 
of a woodland or brush land is 
illegal from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. daily

Finally, of course, the 
noose was placed around his 
neck and the knot adjusted. 

And then, no doubt, Sheriff 
Mynheir - whom Brown had 
thanked in his “confession” for 
“his kind and gentlemanly treat- 



boy who had supposedly been at 
the hanging and had climbed up 
in a bush to watch. When the 
wagon was driven from under 
Brown, he spun ‘round and 
‘round until the boy became so 
dizzy from watching he had to 
climb back down for fear of fall- 
ing. 

Following Brown’s execution, 
a further incident reportedly oc- 
curred. As told by Armel 
Hopkins, Elijah Brown and some 
neighbors had taken a wagon and 
team to the hanging to get Bill’s 
body. They were “all drunk” and, 
as they made their way up the 
steep Tarkiln Road, the coffin slid 
out. The drunken men, according 
to his tale, had to go back to re- 
trieve it. 

In any case, William H. 
Brown was finally buried on the 
bank of Trace Branch near its

Part V: The Execution. 

Convicted of the murder of an 
Irish peddler and sentenced to be 
hanged, Bill Brown now had 
only 40 days and 40 nights re- 
maining in which to contemplate 
his fate. The “confession” has 
him state that - during this time - 
“finding all my efforts at escape 
unavailing, I began seriously to 
reflect upon my retched condi- 
tion...” Visited frequently by 
ministers, he eventually repented 
of his evil ways and became a 
Christian. 

As he supposedly wrote, in 
language remarkable for an un- 
tutored farm boy: 

“My career on earth will soon 
close, and I humbly believe that 
my guilt being washed away, my 
redeemed spirit will find some 
humble seat in the mansion of 
felicity.” 

There are several pages along 
similar lines. At best, if the illit- 
erate Brown was actually in- 
volved in the composition, some- 
one might have had one or more 
interviews with him while he was 
in jail and then “ghost written” 
the account. 

We certainly imagine Brown 




ment of me at all times” - did his 
duty and gave the signal.

- some looking away, others 
wide-eyed at watching a man 
dangle and die. How he died is 
grimly told in the Walsh family 
tradition that we now pick up 
again.

No compromise 
at ARH, union 
nurses mediation 

ARH officials say 
negotiations with RNs 
have not resumed

Appalachian Regional 
Healthcare (ARH) officials met in 
Lexington on Monday with a fed- 
eral mediator and representatives 
from the Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia Nurses Association (KNA/ 
WVNA), with talks ending in a 
stalemate among the healthcare 
organization and 650 striking reg- 
istered nurses. 

Nurses at seven Eastern Ken- 
tucky and two West Virginia ARH 
hospitals went on strike Oct. 1, 
demanding better benefits and 
staffing, with nine local nurses 
participating in the protest. 

The two sides met for approxi- 
mately 30 minutes at the request 
of federal mediator Herb Fetty, 
whom ARH officials said they 
met with nurses out of respect to. 

“The meeting with the federal 
mediator was held as planned and 
has concluded,” ARH President 
and CEO Jerry Haynes said in a 



press release. “We answered a 
few questions the union had pre- 
viously raised, but unfortunately 
there were no opportunities to end 
the strike. Negotiations with the 
union have not resumed and no 
further negotiations are planned.” 

ARH, which is permanently 
replacing striking nurses, offered 
its final contract proposal on Sept. 
26 including an initial 2 percent 
pay raise that would increase to 
3 percent over four years, and 
flexible schedules allowing 
nurses to chose either 10- or 12- 
hour shifts. 

KNAAVVNA nurses refused 
the proposal due to reduced 
holiday pay and increased 
insurance premiums. They also 
demanded better medical benefits 
and additional staffing to offset 
mandatory overtime. 

“We’re just terribly 
disappointed,” KNA/WVNA 
Chief Negotiator Pat Tanner said 
in the Oct. 9 Lexington Herald- 
Leader. “We hoped to achieve 
further meetings and try to 
negotiate.”
